Sacramento State Greek community struggles for 
student life, fellowship on acommuter campus

Many Sacramento State fraternity 
members think fraterntues and so- 
rorities are not getting the support 
they deserve 

They suggest that lack of Campus 
support, the absence Greek housing 
and misconcepuions about fraterni 
ties are hampering the growth of the 
CSUS Greek system 

There are currently some 
undergraduate students active in the 
CSUS Greek system, amounting to 
almost 7 percent of the total student 
populauon. The organizations are 
concerned that their membership 
numbers will decrease without a 
stronger commitment to improving 
campus community. 

Sigma Chi fra- 
ternity President 
Brian Cart, said 
that CSUS being 
labeled as a 
“commuter 
school” hurts the 
Greek system 

“Greeks need 
to improve rela- 
tions with the ad 
ministrauon and 
community,” 
said Carr. “We 
really need to sit 
down with the 
school and let 
them know that 
our numbers will | 
continue to de 
crease unless we 
get more sup 
port.” 

The organiza 
uions feel that fra- 
ternity 
types are another 
reason for lack of support and one ot 
the major reasons students and the 
administrauon are wary of ftraterm 
ues.

“We need to get rid of the Animal 
House stereotype,” Casullo said 

A way that the Greeks are helping 
to dispel this nouion is through a new 
student-run magazine, Greek limes 
whose first issue came out on Mon 
day. The biannual magazine, pro 
duced by fraternity and soromty mem 
bers, covers Greek events and issues 
Casullo said the magazine would help 
to inform people about all the differ 
ent aspects of Greek life

Anearly complete absence of fra- 
ternity and sorority houses— an im 
portant element of Greek life for 
many members— adds to the diffi 
culty of creating and maintaining a 
strong Greek community at CSUS 

Pradiuonally, fraternities and so 
roriues have individual houses, with 
their Greek letters on the front, where 
members hold meectungs, have par 
ules and live 

At many universities there is a 
“fraternity row’ or Greek row, which 
iS a Street next to or near Campus 
where all the Greek houses are. The 
result of such a concentrated Greek 
housing area would amount to a 
stronger and more unified Greek 
community. According to Carr, this 
would benefit the university

Currently fewer than four of the 
1] exisung IFC fraternities at CSUS 
have official fraternity houses. There 
are even fewer sorority houses 

In contrast, at San Jose State

are located directly across the street 
from the downtown San Jose cam 
pus or within walking distance of the 
school 

The CSUS fraternity houses that 
do exist at this me are in residential 
areas. Often, local neighbors will

A Time for Answers 


‘re resident advisers in the dorms partly 
responsible for ensuring students’ safety? 

if not, who is? 

If so, are resident advisers adequately 
trained to deal with rape crisis situations and 
other emergencies? 

if so, why aren’t resident advisers more 
careful about preventing strangers from 
wandering the halls on a regular basis? 

Has the Residential Life administration 
responded appropriately to two reported rapes 
in the dorms in the last two weeks? 

For students living in the residence halls, 
ihere are more questions than answers about 
safety, following the two reported rapes in the 
domas, Rather than getting honest answers 
and information, though, students are essen- 
tially being blamed for secunty problems in 
the dorms. ny ob el 

Sierra/Sutter Hall Director Steven: Baasaa obec 
and Residential Life Director Cynthia 
Cockrill said this week that students shouldn't 
let strangers in; students shouldn't leave their 
windows unlocked; students should never 
leave their doors unlocked: students shouldn't 
leave their curtains open; students shouldn’t 
walk around alone —- ever. Students are, they 
said, completely responsible for their own 
security in the dorms 

Mayhe someone should tell the students that 

And maybe someone should look into a 
hetter security system 

If, as Cocknill insists, RAs are not respon- 
sible for maintaining a secure environment 
inside the dorms, someone needs to be. Ina 
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time of tight budgets and universal cut- 
backs, student safety should remain a top 
pnionty, 

Clearly, the current system of magnetic 
access cards for the front entrances and 
separale room keys is not providing a sate 
enough environment for students. 

Keeping the curtains closed 24 hours a 
day and walking in pairs wherever they go 
wul not resolve the dorm students’ safety 
concems. Such suggestions are overly 
simplistic, unrealistic and an insult to every 
student living in the dorms 

Until RAs, hall directors and Residential 
Life administrators stop blaming students 
and victinis, secunty questions will remain 
unanswered. Hall meetings and workshops 
after the fact are not enough. Fliers in the
